Purification of Water. 





In a recent issue of the Revue de Chi- 
Industrielle Mr. 
description of two new processes used in 


mie Zabrowsky gives a 
purifying water employed for industrial 


purposes. 


The first consists in putting into a filtering | 


apparatus of complete washing power hy- 
drated baryta—a product now cheap because 
of its extensive use for sugar refining—and 
running the water to be purified through 
it. Lime, magnesia, &c., are precipitated 
through the actionof the baryta. The sul- 
phuric and carbonic acids contained in the 
water are also separated and are thus elimi- 
nated through the same operation, the car- 
bonates of lime and of magnesia, together 
with the sulphates of lime and magnesia, 
being the substances particularly objection- 
able in water used for industrial purposes. 

The second process is based upon the use 
of hydrated oxide of lead instead of baryta. 
The first named product has the advantage 
of precipitating carbonates, sulphates and 
chlorides, but it is available only when 
oxide of lead is cheap in the market. 

The essential features of the device by 
means of which hydrated oxide of lead can 
be manufactured are the following: After 
placing in a vat divided into two compart- 
ments by means of a diaphragm a solution 
of azotate of soda, lead electrodes of a large 
surface are introduced, after which a cur- 
rent from a dynamo is caused to traverse 
the mass. 

The soda evolved from the nitrate of soda 
reaches the negative compartment, while 
the nitric acid goes to the positive pole. 
This last acid, by attacking the lead of the 
electrode, forms the nitrate of lead. After 
the current has been run through the 
liquids for some time the two compart- 
ments are emptied, and their contents are 
gathered into a single vat provided with a 
stirring apparatus. Soda precipitates the 
oxide of lead of the nitrate and yields ni- 
trate of soda, which thus regenerates itself 
indefinitely. Filtering is done in order to 
separate the oxide and the liquid is returned 
to the vat. 

The operation can be carried on continu- 
ously.

When baryta or the oxide of lead—ac- | 


cording to the particular process used—is 
exhausted in the filtering apparatus, freshly 
prepared oxides are put in their place. 

The cake which has served for purifying 
contains sulphate of lead, chloride of lead, 
carbonate of lead, of lime and magnesia ; 
or when baryta has been used, sulphate of 
baryta, carbonate of baryta, lime and mag- 
nesia. 

While baryta or oxide of lime can be re- 
generated this operation is hardly eco- 
nomical. 

Purification by means of baryta is more 
complete than when oxide of lead is em- 
ployed. 

The filtering apparatus can also be dis- 
pensed with by making use of plumbite of 
soda (solution of oxide of lead in soda) and 
letting the precipitate settle by decantation. 

With this process water can be obtained 
containing no more than two to three de- 
grees of impurities.

up. The iron ought to be comparatively 
straight when purchased ; if there is any 
preceptible kink it should be removed by 
means of a heavy screw press and the rig 
used for pulling off pulleys can be made to 
answer for taking out large kinks or 
straightening burnt shafting. 

By the way, the best way to straighten 
shafting which has been through fire is to 
run it through a rolling mill by way of the 
scrap heap and junk man. 

Centre the shafting with a pair of divid- 
ers ; open the tool about one-sixteenth of 
an inch less than half the diameter; chalk 
the end of the shafting ; then scratch four 
or five lines at different angles to each other 
and mark central point with a centre punch. 
Care must be taken in doing this that the 
This 
should be looked to by the man who pur 
chases the iron. 


iron has not been flattened at the end. 


Centre as deep as convenient with a cen- 
tre punch, then with a breast drill sink a 
hole one-eighth of an inch in diameter and 
Treat both 
ends of the shaft in this manner; place it 


five-eighths of an inch deep. 


in the lathe between centres and note 
whether the ends of the shaft run reason- 
ably true. This may be tested with a piece 
of chalk in the usual way. If not true 
block the under centre of the shaft, and 
with a small, half round cold chisel chip 
out the hole in the end of the shaft on the 
side next to the chalk mark. 

Repeat this operation until the shaft runs 
true, and then countersink one-half or five- 
eighth inch deep for centres and with an 
ordinary breast drill drive the holes to a 
depth which will prevent any possibility of 
the centres bottoming. If there is plenty 
of iron to be spared the shaft can be turned 
up without resort to extreme nicety in the 
truing operation. This is the case when 
from one-sixteenth to one-eighth inch of 
metal can be spared; but when there is 
only one-thirty-second inch of metal which 
can come off it is quite a job to straighten 
the shaft so that the tool will touch the en- 


tire length. 











This can be done by means of links, a 
crossbar and wedges, but it is better to 
substitute a stout screw for the wedges, and 
a 200 pound casting mounted on trucks 
which fit the lathe Vs is much better than 
the links and crossbars. If many pieces of 
shafting have to be turned it will pay to 


discard the links and wedges and make a 
screw press. If no device of this kind is in 
use, before making up a link and wedge de- 
vice, build a screw press to begin with. 

If any reader of THE JOURNAL who has to 


meaning from this description, he will take 
pleasure in forwarding, upon request, 
sketches of a screw press as above de- 
scribed. Commence at one end of the 
shafting and, with slow lathe speed and a 
piece of chalk, find all of the ‘‘ high places.”

If this condition exists attend to it at 
once and fix the shaft so that it will crook 
in only one direction. Then with the press, 
chalk and judgment (be sure and use more 
judgment than chalk) seek out and mark

A casting 
about 1 inch thick should be clamped to the 
side of the lathe carriage and a bushing 
one five-hundredth of an inch larger than 
the size of the finished shaft must be at 
tached to the casting in such a manner that 
the hole in the bushing is exactly concentric 
with the axes of the lathe.

rolling mill, and leave just enough iron to 
finish with the tool attached to the ring. 

An old tomato can filled with water may 
be mounted above the finishing ring, as it 
is called, and a hole punched in the can 
may be partially closed by means of a 
string; the string leading to the cutting 
tool will allow the water to drop slowly 
from the can and fall upon the tool at the 
point where it cuts the iron. Adjustment 
of tool in finishing ring may be made by 
tapping it lightly with a hammer. The 
shaft must be closely watched and calli- 
pered frequently to make sure that the size 
is maintained. 

By using this rig the shaft can be turned 
continually from end to end without chang- 
ing its position upon centres. In order to 
do this the machinist must make sure that 
the tail spindle is run out sufficiently to 
allow the ring to traverse over the end of 
the shaft. No filing or other finishing is 
necessary to a shaft turned in this way, but 
after a shaft is finished it will not be 
straight. It is impossibletoturn up a piece 
of iron and have it straight after the opera- 
tion is performed. 

The rolling mill left the iron in a state of 
tension more or less great. Removing the 
skin of the metal permits this tension to 
manifest itself by establishing equilibrium 
between the particles of iron, so that the 
shaft, in adjusting itself to the new condi- 
tion, is bent out of a straight line. The 
only remedy for this is to again straighten 
the shaft after the turning has been finished. 
It will be seen by this description that it 
is not practicable to try to accurately 
straighten the shaft before turning. All 
short kinks and crooks must be taken out, 
but if a 16 foot shaft is straight all but a 
sixteenth of an inch bend from one end to 
the other, it would be worse than useless to 
try the experiment of removing this crook, 
which might be removed by the operation 
of turning.

costs to loosen up hard rock. This item in- 
cludes labor only, not the cost of drills 
and explosives. If powder is used, from 
one-quarter to one-half pound per cubic 
yard will be necessary, and drilling costs 
from 12 to 18 cents per foot of the hole 
bored. In using the wheelbarrow attach- 
ment above described, an extra estimate 
must be added for distance to which the 
material is removed. 

If horse power is used for transportation 
about 850 pounds will make a load and it 
will cost 59.6 cents for carrying 25 feet, 59.9 
for 50 feet and 60.5 for 100 feet. Two hun- 
dred feet of transportation costs 61.7 cents, 
500 feet 65.5 cents, 1,000 feet 71.7 cents, 
and 1,800 feet cost 94 cents. 

The price of blasting out rock as above 
stated costs about 45 cents per cubic yard, 
but where the rock is soft so that it may be 
loosened with a pick, it will cost about 20 or 
30 cents. 

If a mill man intends to build a canal, ex- 
cavate a wheel pit or dig for a foundation of 
a new mill, the above figures may come 
handy. It is as a newly married man said 
when he purchased a cradle as the first ar- 
ticle toward housekeeping, ‘‘ that it was a 
good thing to have in the family.’’ Upon 
the same principle a little ‘‘ know how”’ is 
handy to have in the mill and stands about 
as good a chance of being used as the 
cradle. 





I went into a wheel pit one day to remove 
a piece of timber 6 inches square and 3 feet 
long, the support of a water wheel gate 
shaft. ‘* Be careful,’’ said the owner, ‘‘ and 
not point your jack knife at any more tim- 
ber in the wheel pit.”’ 

The advice was taken as far as circum- 
stances would permit. In removing the 3 
foot piece above mentioned it became nec- 
essary to take out another and still another 
piece of timber, until the bill for repairs was 
30,000 feet of timber which had been used in 
that wheel pit. 

Dry rot was the principal cause of the fail- 
ure of the timbers above noted. One of the 
principal causes of the dry rot is stagnation 
of air. Darkness will also assist the devel- 
opment of fungus around wood work, and 
whatever cause increases the temperature 
of stagnant air within certain limits also as- 
sists in the dry rot of the timber. 

Grooved and tongued flooring is particu- 
larly liable to dry rot and causes it to assist 
in the stagnation of air and prevents moist- 
ure from evaporating from the groove of 
the flooring. When timber or the ends 
thereof are imbedded in mortar, dry rot is 
almost certain to ensue, for there is no way 
for the moisture to escape or for circulation 


of air to take place.

The creditors of L. M. Brackett & Co., 
paper dealers, who recently failed, were 
called together again last Monday morning. 
Local attorneys representing out of town 
creditors were in the majority at the meet- 
ing. The proceeds of the sale of the firm’s 
stock, which sale was under authority of the 
sheriff, were reported to be a little over 
$1,000. D. W. Post, representing Platner & 
Porter, reported that the books of the bank- 
rupt had been so badly kept that it was 
impossible to understand the firm’s business 
transactions. He recommended that Mr. 
Brackett employ an expert accountant to 
put his books into proper shape so that 
creditors could see just what the condition | 
of his affair was. 

It was claimed by the unsecured creditors 
that the firm should settle through the in- 
solvency court so that the attachments en- ! 
tered against the firm’s property could be 
dissolved, and what there was by way of 
assets could be divided equally. It is ex- 
pected that the firm will file its application 
in insolvency to-day in time to forestall 
judgment on attachments entered some 
days ago. 

Mr. Brackett has offered 20 cents on the 
dollar by way of settlement, but no action 
will be taken by the creditors until after the 
firm goes into insolvency. If insolvency | 
proceedings should be delayed until to. | 
morrow, the attaching creditors will have 
secured judgment and will move for execu- 
tion. Nothing will then be left.

A fatal railroad accident occurred on the

Carroll lived in this city and leaves 
a widow, but Dacey was unmarried and 
lived with his sister at South Hadley Falls.
